How to live through 


ao be sensible about it. Your best guarantee of a safe, 
pleasant summer is your own attitude. Unworried? Let’s 
hope so. But let it be unhurried, too. 


A winter in the office isn’t the best preparation in the 
world for a strenuous summer. So take things gradually. 
You don’t have to mow all the grass in one afternoon or 
play 36 holes of golf the first day. If you have to go back to 
work to get some rest, the laugh’s on you. 


And remember, the most dangerous hours of your whole 


Sun and heat 


Sunburn: The sun is strong medi- 
cine, so begin with small doses—15 
minutes the first day, 30 the second. 
Don’t put all your faith in preven- 
tives and lotions. Cover up before 
your skin gets hot or pink. Even on 
hazy days the sun can blister 

[ry burn ointment for mild sun- 
burn—or petrolatum, olive oil, 
calamine lotion, or a paste of bak- 
ing soda and water. If slightly 
swollen, apply gauze soaked in cold 
mineral oil. If blistered and sick, 
get medical help. 


Sunstroke or heatstroke: Long, 
direct exposure to the sun—or to 
intense heat anywhere—can knock 
you out. Usually you have warn- 
ings: dizziness, nausea, headache, 
an overheated feeling. Your skin is 
hot and dry, your face flushed, your 
pulse rapid. 

Ward off the sun with a hat. 
On very hot days, rest often. Get 
plenty of salt. Drink lots of water. 

At first sign of trouble, lie in the 
shade, your head raised. Drink 
cool water—no stimulants. Your 
head needs an ice bag or cold 
cloths; your body should be doused 
repeatedly with cold water. You 
require a doctor. 


Heat exhaustion is brought on 
by intense heat. Prevent it the same 
way as sunstroke—but it’s different. 
Your skin is cold and clammy, your 
face pale, your pulse weak, your 
temperature low or normal. Usual- 
ly you do not become unconscious. 
Lie with your head low, instead 
of raised. Loosen clothing but keep 
comfortably warm. Drink a cup of 
strong coffee or tea, or half a tea- 
spoonful of aromatic spirits of am- 
monia in half a glass of water. Sip 
water containing a teaspoonful of 
salt to a pint. Send for a doctor. 





Bugs and bites 


Mosquitoes: Spray rooms or tents 
or picnic areas with DDT from a 
bug bomb or garden sprayer. Wear 
clothes that fit loosely except at 
wrists and ankles. Cover exposed 
skin with one of new repellents 
containing 6-12, DMP, indalone, 
or 448. Treat bites with baking 
soda and water paste, ammonia 
water, or calamine lotion contain- 
ing '9 or 1 percent phenol. Do 
same for bee, hornet, wasp stings. 


Chiggers: Wear protective cloth- 
ing. Beware of sitting in rank grass 
To keep chiggers off, coat your 
skin with DMP. Spray a little of it 
on the clothing you're going to 
wear. Wash bites with laundry 
soap; then apply calamine lotion 
or baking soda. 


Ticks aren’t painful but can trans- 
mit disease. In tick areas, closely 
inspect clothes and body for tiny 
brown bugs. Use hot needle or 
cigarette to make tick pull its probe 
from skin. If head stays in, dig it 
out. Pick up insect with tweezers 
or cotton; don’t crush against skin. 
Paint wound with iodine. 


Snakes: Poisonous are copper- 
heads, rattlesnakes, coral snakes, 
water moccasins. If there are many 
where you vacation, carry a snake 
kit. Cover legs and arms. Be wary 
when climbing or sitting down. 

Signs of a bite: fiery pain, one or 
two small punctures, rapid swell- 
ing, discoloration. Tie cloth or belt 
above wound, just tightly enough 
to make veins stand out. Loosen it 
one minute in every 15. Cut an X 
through each puncture, 44 to 14 
inch deep, without hitting big 
blood vessels. Suck poison out for 
30 minutes. If alone, walk slowly 
for assistance.

Below are hazards you may face this summer. If you’re in 


a strange place, the natives can put you wise to poisonous 
creatures and plants. Common sense will help you avoid the 


other hazards, away or at home. 


‘Take along a first-aid kit, and learn how to give artificial 
respiration. They’re good for peace of mind, even if you 


never use them. Happy days! 


Poisonous plants 


Poison ivy can cause intense itch- 
ing and fiery pain—often with 
swelling and blisters. Spot by leaf- 
lets—-three on a stalk. Remember 
they may be small or large. smooth 
or notched Plant may creep, 
clinib, grow like a shrub. Injections 
may give temporary ommunity 

After contact, wash several times 
with laundry soap 
with clean water 


rinsing well 
Phen sponge off 
with rubbing alcohol. Have con- 
tamunated clothing drv-cleaned 
For relief, try one of these: (1) 
let it drv on skin; (2) 
gauze or cloth soaked in cold solu- 
tion of baking soda or Epsom salts; 
(3) calamine lotion with 1 percent 
of phenol; (4) a 5-percent solution

of ferric chloride (lemon juice re- 
moves the stain it leaves on skin)

Poison oak gets its name from the 
shape of its three leatets. It is a 
relative of poison ivy. 


Poison sumac has to be weated 
like its kin (above). Distinguish it 
from common sumac by its green 
ov white berries drooping from side 
of branches. You're safe if sumac 
has a spike of ved fruit at the end 


Mushrooms: Pick them with an 
expert. Shun any with a frill neat 
top of stem, a bag at bottom, and 
white spores dropping out of gills 
poisoning if headache, 
nausea, diarrhea occur 6 to 12 
hours alter eating. Get a doctor 
Go to bed; keep warm. If sure of 
poisoning, drink tepid water with 
salt or mustard—to make vou 
vomit. Take aromatic spirits of 
ammonia in water, or coffee or tea 


Suspect 


Berries growing wild may or may 
not be safe to eat. In doubt? Don't. 
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Accidents 


In the water: Don’t swim alone 

or when tired, overheated, or 
chilled—or soon after eating. Ease 
vourself into cold water. Come out 
when vou start to shiver or get tired. 

In trouble? Keep calm—hands 
and arms under water. Thrashing 
uses energy that could keep you 
Even with cramps in legs 
and arms, you can stay up 

When help arrives, grasp what's 
thrown or stretched out to you. 
Cling to boat ull it’s safe to climb 
or be hauled in—over the end. 
Dow t grab rescuer. 


atloat 


In boats: Don’t let more than one 
person move at a time. In rough 
water, point bow into wind; get 
weight into middle. If swamped or 
upsct, stick with boat 


Fishing: If you get hooked deeply, 
push point out ull you can snip it 
off below barb with cutting pliers. 


Hiking and climbing: Be pre- 
pared for emergencies—like a 
night out. Wear sturdy, comfort- 
able shoes that grip well. Remem- 
ber it’s often easier to get up a bad 
slope than down again. If you fall, 
let your body go limp. 

Lost? Mark trail so vou can at 
least get back to your present spot 

which isn’t too far from familiar 
territorv. To walk straight, sight 
far ahead. Make camp before dark. 


In other sports: Overstretching 
can strain a muscle; rest it and ap- 
ply heat. A sudden wrench can 
spraim a joint; elevate it and use 
cold applications. 

Cover bruises with ice bag or 
cold cloths. Paint scratches and cuts 
with merthiolate or a 2-percent so- 
lution of iodine. Have deep wounds 
cleaned by a doctor.

Cures for exposed tree roots 


A slight grade change around one of our big trees has exposed 
large roots leading from the trunk. The roots are undamaged 
but the appearance is bad. Can you suggest a simple solution? 


L. M. M., Indiana. 


One good treatment is illustrated above. Move in enough 
good soil to cover the roots and grade it away from the 
trunk in a gentle slope. Then sod or plant grass seed to inake 
the fill part of a gently rolling lawn.

Even simpler, and ideal where you want a bit of planting, 
is this solution. Build a low rock wall around your tree and 
fill with fertile soil to cover roots. Plant sprigs of sedum be- 
tween rocks for a quick cover for wall, and use violas, pan- 
sies, Common primroses, and other flowers which do well in 
shade for planting inside the wall.

Here's how to do it: Dig a shallow 


own back yard 


hole, throw the dirt around the edge 
of the hole as vou dig, rake it smooth, 
and place a canvas tarpaulin over the 
hole and piled dirt. Then fill it with 
water from vour garden hose. 

We built a p ol that way, and found 
it has these advantages. It is simple 
and quick to construct. It is cheap. 
It can be enlarged or made smaller 
Children can’t skin their elbows or 
knees on it. You can restore its site 
to lawn with only a little effort 

It took us about six hours to dig 
the hole, a little longer to purchase 


and reshape a canvas tarpaulin ($18 
from a war surplus store). To make the 
20x23-foot tarpaulin fit the irregular- 
shaped, 28-foot long pool, we cut 
pieces off and added them to other 
places A rubber-based adhesive 
(cost $1) gave us strong, waterproof 
joints. 

Two working days after we started, 
the pool was being used by 15 chil- 
dren from the neighborhood. 

To keep the pool clean, we drain 
the water once a week by siphoning it 
out with a garden hose, pull the 
canvas out on the grass, and wash it 
carefully with a hose, a broom, and 
mild soap or a detergent.

Kills crabgrass 


There's a trick to applying the new crabgrass killers. 
If you'll apply with a sprinkling can or a coarse spray 
that drenches the ground, you'll get almost perfect 
control of this pesky weed. The active ingredient in 
these newest and best killers is phenyl mercuric 
acetate. This presumably acts upon the latex in the 
crabgrass roots. Good permanent grasses do not con- 
tain latex, so are not affected by the spray. 


African-violet puzzle solved 


We've always assumed that African-violets shed their 
lower leaves like excess baggage when their usefulness 
is finished. But not so, say scientists in the Depart- 
ment of Floriculture of the University of Illinois. In 
careful tests they’ve discovered that soluble salts col- 
lected on the rims of clay pots cause the death of the 
leaf stems. If waxed paper, glass, or some other barrier 
impervious to these salts is placed between the pot rim 
and the leaf stem, it lives on and on indefinitely. 
This means it will be easier to grow Jarger plants with 
bigger flower displays just as soon as it’s determined 
which barrier is best. 


Feed plants through leaves 


Nitrogen, one of the most important elements in plant 


feeding, has always been a tricky material to apply. 
Now they’re doing it by spraying the leaves with a 
new-type plant food containing about 43 percent 
urea, a high-nitrogen fertilizer. Leaf applications are 
absorbed and are almost instantly available to the 
plant. A number of apple orchards in the northern 
and eastern apple-growing territories were sprayed 
this spring; field crops are next to be tested. Though 
still new, this method of feeding may well revolution- 
ize our entire method of growing plants.

Shade tree coming 

With elm trees dying over such large areas, the prob- 
lem of finding a substitute for what has been America’s 
favorite shade tree is already acute. The handsomest 
find to date is the newly patented Colonialocust, a 
vase-form thornless honeylocust. The Siebenthaler 
Company, of Dayton, Ohio, owners of the plant 
patent, will have no trees to sell for two years. But 
homeowners can look forward to owning a graceful 
tree with foliage that lets sun through so that the grass 
grows well beneath it. The tree makes no seeds so there 
are no pods to rake up. And because a locust has the 
ability, like other legumes, of storing nitrogen, the 
grass is always greener and thicker beneath a Colonia-

Here’s a grab bag of ideas to make your 


household tasks quicker and less tedious

eo cuts add up to happier housekeeping. The prob- 
lem is to find the short cut. 
Take some time, sit back, and think over your jobs. 





Where can you cut out time-consuming, tiring steps? Do 


you let your equipment, big and little, work for you? 


Your aim should be to spend time on the actual job; cut 


down time spent getting ready to start or putting away 


afterwards. 


Here are 11 ideas which apply these rules. They’re 


yours for easier, better housekeeping. 


Windows, inside or out, are sparkling 
in no time when | let my brush, 
squeegee, soap, and water work forme 


Don't scrub—SOAK! In) many 
a day-after-day job suds and water, 
or cleaner, will work for you. Give 
them time. Learn when to apply 
water, then ween to finish the wipe- 
up 

Don’t stand and scour until the 
soil’s ready to move. Wipe counters 
or cooled range with ad imp ¢ loth, 
then geton tosomething else. Come 
back in a few minutes and you'll 
discover the loosened-up spot whisks 
clean. Soak pots and pans during 
dinner 

Never rush a cleaning job. Soak 
or dampen, dovetailing the work 
with another job. Time spent in 
scouring and scrubbing may be 
three-fourths wasted 

You can apply this principle to 
cut down on time spent scrubbing 
linoleum floors. It used to take me 
the better partol halfa day toscrub 
and wax kitchen, dining nook, and 


workroom. The dampen-and-wait 


method has cut it down to one 


hour actual work time. 
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Using a big, rectangular dry 
mop and a pan which it fits, | ap- 
ply a thin layer of warm, dry suds, 
with 2 teaspoons of ammonia ot 
similar cleaner in the suds, to the 
entire floor—no water, please, just 
suds. I let it relax’ 30 minutes and 
then wipe it up in clean, warm wa- 
ter, using the same dry mop. Two 
coats of non-polish wax, applied 
with an hour’s wait in between, 
complete the job. I pour the wax 
on in thin rows, smooth it out with 
an applicator. Fresh newspapers 
alwavs go by range and sink as 
spatter insurance for the first meal 
or two 

It was a window washer with 
squeegee, pail, and brush who 
cured me forever of rag-and-rub 
window washing. Now I, too, use 
a squeegee. With a pan of hot wa- 
ter plus a dash of ammonia or 
other cleaner, I make the rounds. 
The water’s applied with a scrub- 
bing brush, then removed right 
away with the squeegee if windows 
are fairly clean. Or, if soil and soot 
is stubborn, [ wash several win- 
dows at a time, then brush over 
them again with clean water be- 


fore using the squeegee. 


“Spare” alass curtains. [wo 
sets of glass curtains for each win- 
dow is our short cut to emotionally 
satisfving windows. The need for 
fresh curtains is when days are 
gray, schedules harried, or the oc- 
casion festive. The best time for 
washing is when there’s extra ime 
and bright weather. The two don’t 
coincide. I keep one set of curtains 
up tll the gray day, grim week, 
exciting arrival. Then down with 
the soiled, up with the fresh. Wash- 
ing waits for the right ume and 
day. Curtains-in-waiting are stored 
in a closet on well-padded hangers. 
Such a scheme does add to your in- 
vestinent but it seems to multiply 
curtain pleasure. 
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Put your home canning ona 
production-line basis. Flat 
crates make good carriers 


A success? Repeat it! The same 
menu which served once for com- 
pany dinner, club meeting, or 
family reunion can serve again if 
you file successful menus with sug- 
gestions on quantities and improve- 
ments for future reference. The 
best hostess of my acquaintance 
has a complete file of special menus 
she’s used, from tea snacks to golf 
club dinners. She tackles each new 
event with confidence and smooth- 
ness because there’s a stack of mem- 
ory-refreshers within reach 


W ced out those unused recipes. 
It was the time I discovered 10 
recipes for Candied Orange Peel 
in my recipe collection that I 
vowed to check through my rec- 
ipes once a year. Any recipes not 
used in a year had best be kept 
separately so that stand-bys may 
be found more speedily. 


Cut time on “fix-it jobs. I 
have a spot on the kitchen black- 
board where I list things to be 
fixed. When I’ve collected several 
odd jobs, the same hammer, glue, 
oilcan, wire, step-stool, newspaper, 
screwdriver, cement, and can of 
screws may be used. It cuts the 
fix-it job to a third. 


For automatic washer owners. 
To short-cut the laundry program 
when you have an automatic ma- 
chine, vow to save time by doing 
like’s together. It’s a temptation to 
put a to-be-starched shirt in with 
not-to-be-starched bedding, but in 
the long run it takes more time. 






































Put both hands to dusting. A 
cloth or mitt in only one hand 
wastes half your dusting power. I 
use two dust mitts, one on each 
hand, so that even the fingers grip- 
ping the chair rod are semi-effec- 
tive. Two hands going at once 
means fast dusting. And you only 
need to clap your hands together to 
shake the dust out. 


Speed for the kitchen. Since the 
time I once watched three women 
spend a happy evening cutting six 
bunches of celery into small pieces, 
stalk by stalk, I reach for a cutting 
board and sharp knife at sight of 
anything which needs to be diced 
or chopped. To pile, brace, and 
slice or chop celery or rhubarb in 
a bunch takes a bit of skill, but it’s 
a skill worth learning. 

A whole table can be set from 
one or two trays and the trips cut 
accordingly. If you eat in the din- 
ing room, pile directly from cup- 
board to tray the dishes, silver, 
salt and peppers. Place glasses on 
another tray to fill just before serv- 
ing. And, finally, place food on 
another. Remove dishes from the 
table and stack on a tray, then re- 
move tray to kitchen. 

Among the slickest of canning or 
freezing trays are flat peach and 
apricot crates. Scalded jam jars go 
in the crate. Slide the crate to the 
kettle to fill the jars, then carry 
the filled jars to the storage room. 
Leave in crate until cool or move 
from crate to shelf.

Here are ways to teach any 
youngster how to become a 


shopper you can depend on

- 
\ acation days are a good time to 
teach your girl or boy how to shop 
at the grocery store. Your yvoung- 
ster will have more time and in- 
terest for the project than he would 
during the school vear. And vou 
can time the shopping lessons to 
suit your convenience. 

Few preschool children are able 
or dependable enough to run 
errands. But once a child has 
entered school, he becomes more 


responsible, takes better care of 


himself in traffic, and under- 
stands how to follow directions 

Iwo basic considerations under- 
lie the learning process of going to 
the store—the actual know-how, or 
the technique of shopping, and the 
development of self-confidence. 

Here are some helpful ideas 
suggested by grocers themselves 

1. Take Susie (or her brother) 
shopping with you several times 
before vou expect her to go alone. 

2. Show her the location of 
articles she is likely to get by her- 
self later on. 

3. If you buy in a self-service 
store, let her help you fill the order. 
“Susie, will you get a can of Super 
Corn with the green label?” or 
“Oh, yes, we need catsup. Please 
bring a bottle of the Harvest 
brand.” She will learn the family 
favorites even though she can 
scarcely read. 

4. Show her by your own actions 
what proper behavior is. If you 
have been careful in your speech 
and manner, she is not likely to be 
noisy or impudent. But if you use 
the touch system—pinching toma- 
toes or sampling grapes—she will 
prove an adept imitator. 

5. Teach neatness and order- 
liness by expecting her to return 
undesired articles to their proper 
places on the shelves. 

6. Show her how to get in line 
before the counter and stress the 
importance of taking her rightful 
turn. Respect for her elders, care 
for other people’s property, and 
courteous response in conversation 
are traits which can be learned 
easily in these evervday situations. 

7. Be sure the salespeople know 
her by name. Explain that occa- 
sionally Susie will come in alone 

8. The first time or two she goes, 
telephone the store beforehand 
and ask someone who knows her 
to help her. This will help Susie

9. Put the money and grocery 
list in a litde purse with a secure 
fastener. Although Susie may not 
need the list, it will be of help to 
the grocer or the cashier in checking 
the order. Do not send a large 
amount of money. 

10. Have Susie go alone. This is 
especially important, grocers say. 
Companions are a distraction and 
may undo the very things you are 
hoping to accomplish. 

11. A little treat waiting at home 
will discourage loitering en route 
and will tend to keep her attention 
on the job in hand. Also, there will 
be less temptation to spend some of 
the grocery money on herself. 

12. Do not expect Susie to carry 
heavy, large, or fragile articles 
successfully. If breakage or loss re- 
sults, it mav discourage her, shatter 
her confidence. 

13. Finally,-educate her gradual- 
ly to standards of quality in food- 
stuffs, such as firm vegetables, crisp 
leafy greens, and ripeness in fruit. As 
she grows older, she can learn 
measurements of quantity—the 
various sized cans, fractions of 
pounds, liquid and dry measures 
Still later, teach the fundamentals 
of comparative shopping. These 
lessons in intelligent marketing 
will stay with your child through 
life.

3. Will packages stack well in freezer? If they do, there 
is less danger of the packages falling. Also, the contents 
can be classified by stacks, making the food easier to find. 


4. Does it make maximum use of freezer space? About 
twice as many rectangular or square containers will fit 


into a given space as round containers. If your freezer is 
small, this will be an important consideration 


Freezing summer’s first fruits and vegetables 


Strawberries 


Sparkle and Vanrouge are two 
new and excellent yarieties espe- 
cially developed for freezing. They 
have a deep red color, pronounced 
flavor. 

1. Pick fully ripe but firm sweet 
berries uniformly red throughout 
2. Wash in water containing plenty 
of ice; wash before stemming to 
prevent loss of juice 

3. Combine stemming, sorting, 
and slicing operations, slicing ber- 
ries 3g inch thick lengthwise to 
show shape of berry. Work with 
about 4 or 5 pounds of fruit at a 
time. 

4. To this amount of fruit, add 1 
pound granulated sugar 

5. Stir together gently until enough 
juice is drawn from slices, partly 
dissolving sugar and forming a 
natural syrup to cover slices. 

6. Fill freezing containers, allowing

Note: Whole strawberries with syr- 
up is an alternate method.

Asparagus

table; remainder near base, except 
white woody end, into pieces and 
pressure-cook for soup bass=. 

5. Blanching by steam saves more 
flavor and nutrients in asparagus. 
Steam-blanch small stalks (tips or 
cut up) 3'% minutes; large stalks, 
415 minutes. If you prefer, water- 
blanch small stalks 3 minutes; 
large stalks, 4 minutes. 

6. Chill 3 to 5 minutes in cold run- 
ning water, drain for a few seconds. 
7. A top-opening, flat, rectangular 
package is best for packaging whole 
spears. Any type of vegetable freez- 
ing carton is suitable for cut-up 
vegetable. 


Spinach 


A more tender spinach is usually 
obtained in spring than in the fall. 
1. Cut when leaves are young and 
tender. 

2. Wash thoroughly in cold run- 
ning water to rid leaves of soil. 

3. Steam-blanching is not suited to 
greens since leaves mat together. 
So water-blanch about 1 pound at 
a time for 2% minutes, moving 
basket or colander up and down in 
boiling water constantly to prevent 
matting and assure uniform blanch- 
ing. Clock blanching time only from 
time water resumes boiling after 
vegetables have been immersed. 

4. Chill immediately in running 
cold water for at least 5 minutes. 
5. Squeeze out excess moisture. 

6. Package in any type of vegetable 
freezing container. 


Peas 


Thomas Laxton is the best vari- 
ety for freezing. Freezonian is a 
new variety which is recommended 
in regions where Thomas Laxton 
may be difficult to grow. However, 
any deep green, large- seeded home- 
garden variety will give a good 
frozen product. 

1. Do not freeze old, starchy peas 
Tender, slightly immature ones 
are better for the freezer 

2. Pod 4 or 5 pounds at a time; 
do not wash after podding. 

3. Water-blanch about 1 pound at 
a time. The time depends on the 
size of pea. Blanch small peas for 
45 seconds; large peas, 60 seconds. 
If you prefer to steam-blanch the 
peas, small peas will take 90 sec- 
onds; large peas, 2 minutes. 

4. Chill immediately in cold run- 
ning water 3 minutes. Drain. 

5. Fill any type of vegetable freez- 
ing container full, close package, 
label.

Cotton tips 

1. If using a conventional wash- 
er, put clothes through wringer 
flat, in straight lengthwise folds 
This keeps their shape best. Wring- 
ing ughtdly or twisting adds wrin- 
kles, strains material. 

2. Give garment a good shake 
before hanging, to remove folds 
After hanging, straighten collar 
and smooth out any wrinkles. 

3}. Hang clothes outside in a 
breeze to help “iron out” material 

4. If ironing is necessary, take 
garments from line or dryer when 
damp dry. You won't need to 
sprinkle or roll them (rolling tight- 
ly adds new wrinkles). Iron right 
away, or fold flat in an oilcloth- 
lined basket and cover with a 
damp towel or sheet. Pieces that 
must stand longer than overnight 
should be put in the refrigerator. 

5. Items that don’t require iron- 
ing should dry thoroughly. The 
ones on hangers will be ready for 
the closet. The others should be 
folded neatly into basket ready for 
drawers or shelves 


Rayon tips 

1. Do not wring. Roll ravons to 
be ironed loosely in a Turkish 
towel and squeeze gently, or damp- 
dry in automatic washer. Iron 
right away on wrong side. 

2. Dry rayon jersey dresses or 
blouses, and knit slips or night- 
gowns, on towel-covered flat sur- 
face. A piece of plastic screening 
laid across a clothes rack is a good 
drying surface—provides circula- 
tion, speedy drying 

3. While knit rayon garment is 
sull damp, pat to prewashing 
shape and measurements. Outline 
garment on paper or old sheet be- 
fore washing, for a handy guide. 
Or, if vou have an adjustable 
sweater-drving frame, you can dry 
a blouse to proper shape on it. Af- 
ter shaping and smoothing, no 
ironing is usually necessary 

4. If garment is nvlon. hang very 
wet on hanger or stretcher with 
towel between front and back of 
garment. Weight of moisture pulls 
wrinkles out. Blot the lower edges 
now and then as water runs down. 
Ironing isn’t usually needed. You 
may smooth out anvslight wrinkles 
with warm, not hot, iron.

Should Dad do the disciplining? 


‘Just wait till your father comes home.”’ 


Is this the way discipline is handled at 


your house? Should Dad be chief execu- 


tioner? Should you punish children at all?

‘a ~ my wife leave all the discipline to 
me? I get home late and I’m tired. I used to 
look forward to playing with the baby. But 
now that he’s growing up, as soon as I get in 


the door my wife savs, “I want vou to talk to 


Jimmy.’ Whatever he does wrong all day, it’s 


‘Wait till your father comes home’.” 

The other young fathers in our class for 
young parents smiled. But the question, like 
any on discipline, caught their immediate in- 
terest. The discussion was fast and furious 
with many anecdotes of children’s behavior 
and parents’ reactions. But by the end of the 
session everyone agreed on these five princi- 

And they should help vou if you're 


‘d about discipline your own home 


1. Panishmende is desirable only as a means 
of keeping your girl or boy trom doing some- 
thine that he should not do, in general some- 
thing dangerous to himself or others. It has 
no virtue in itself. The question is whether 


waiting for father is the most effective means 


2. Effectiveness of punishiment does not de- 
pend on its severity. [t depends on your child’s 
understanding what he has done wrong and on 
his knowing that he is not going to be allowed 
to do it again. If he understands why he 
should not do something, so much the better. 
But an unpleasant association, a definite 
punishment, ts usually a better “why not” to 
a young child than a long and complicated 
explanation. Mothers are just as capable as 
fathers of expressing disapproval, exercising 
firmness, and making clear explanations. But 


they must know how to punish as well. 


3. immediate punishment is more effective 
than delayed punishment because the young- 
ster is more likely to associate it with his of- 
fense. Therefore, if you punish “on the spot,” 
there is more chance of your boy’s or girl’s 
learning what he must not do than if he goes 
unpunished for several hours. The only reason 
for delay is to avoid punishing him when you 


are angry. Venting anger may relieve the 


adult, but it often results in injuring a child 
physically and emotionally. 


4. Threats are notoriously ineffective, and 
“Wait till vour father comes home” is a 
threat. If mother forgets or father is late or if 
they disagree, their child begins to take 
chances. He ignores the threat and may even 
play father against mother. Or, if the boy or 
girl really expects punishment, he thinks 
mainly about what is coming. The punishment 
ver than his offense looms large in his 
mind. He may spend the hours of waiting in 
hating his mother for telling on him and in 
fearing his father. He loses the trust and af- 


fection needed for constructive discipline. 


5. Spanking is most usually implied when a 
mother says, “Wait till your father comes 
home Though often an excellent means of 
control, such punishment is far from being 
the only means available. If the occasion calls 
for it, the proper method of spanking, “bare 
hand on bare buttocks,” can be used by a 
wornan as well as a man. When a child reaches 
an age of understanding, other methods of 
punishment are better 

“It looks,’ a mother said, ‘“‘as if all the 
punishing is to be done by me. Won't this 
make my children hate me? Or at least prefer 
their father?” 

These questions represent legitimate wor- 
ries. But the firm bond that constant loving 
association builds up between mother and 
child is not easily broken. There will be no real 
strain on it if the occasions for punishment are 
kept to a minimum and if, from the beginning, 
necessary control is firm and consistent. Then 
little punishment will be necessary, and the 
child will accept the little as reasonable. 

Fathers should see and enjoy their children 
as much of each week as possible. If the fath- 
er’s time with his boy or girl is always associ- 
ated with punishment, both father and child 
will begin to find ways not to see each other. 
But fathers, like mothers, must be willing to 
punish prompty when there is need for it.

Ist DAY 


Since this is your longest day 
about 275 miles—start early. You 
sleep tonight in the middle of Cape 
Cod. Even with pauses here and 
there, you ought to make it before 
dark. 

For a flying start, the Merritt 
Parkway takes you to New Haven 
where you turn into U. S. 1 along 
the route on which rode the first 
post rider in America. Pleasant 
towns founded in the seventeenth 
century still retain a surprisingly 
colonial flavor. Houses and church- 
es face lovely greens proud of their 
ancient elms. In Saybrook, Yale 
University began in 1701. In 
Groton, ‘‘Mother”’ Bailey tore off 
her red flannel petticoat so het 
boys could wad their guns against 
the British In Westbrook dwelt 
David Bushnell who invented th 
first submarine actually used in 
warfare. The shipbuilders of Mys- 
tic built the modified clipper ship, 
Andrew Jackson, which beat sail- 
ing records made by the more 
famous Flying Cloud. 

Just bevond New London you 
head for the Jamestown Bridge 
across Narragansett Bay, 12 miles 
wide and poking 28 miles into 
Rhode Island. At Jamestown you 
take the ferry to Newport, summer 
resort for Southern planters in the 
1860's, but now for New York 
millionaires. You drive among 
famous estates, some of grotesquely 
dated architecture. If you make 
good time vou can stroll on the 
famous Cliff Walk. Here is your 
chance to see also that ancient 
riddle, the Old Stone Tower. Its 
origin is now in dispute, but you 
can ask yourself, ““Was it really 
built by the Vikings, as Longfellow 
believed, or was it only a windmill 
erected in 1675?” 

At New Bedford, once jammed 
with whalers, visit the biggest 
whaling museum and see a full- 
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sized cooperage shop, sail loft, and 
a half-size model of a full-size whal- 
ing ship. Cross Bourne Bridge over 
the Cape Cod Canal and you’re on 
the Cape itself. Via the south route 
by way of Falmouth you put up for 
the night at Hyannis. 


2nd DAY 


You drive 176 miles today, and 
what sight-seeing! Taking Route 
28, you pass through one pictur- 
esque village after another into 
Chatham. See Chatham Light and 
the breath-stopping expanse where 
Nantucket Sound joins the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. Turn north; at Orleans 
another tiny side trip unveils an- 
other sweeping expanse ol ocean. 
Or, a litte north, turn off for 
Nauset Light and look down upon 
the sea from lofty sand cliffs 

As you approach Provincetown, 
Cape Cod Bay bursts in upon you 
Here the Mayflower first dropped 
anchor in North America. Prov- 
incetown is the nation’s largest 
art colony. Its Art Gallery is worth 
visiting. Call on the 252-foot 
granite shaft known as the Pilgrim 
Memorial Monument on Town 
Hill, and be sure to drive among 
the colossal sand dunes on the 
ocean side of this scenic peninsula 

Turning back you enter the 
north shore road. Again you are 
among authentic Cape Cod homes, 
some smothered with rose vines. 
Drive slowly in Sandwich where 
the colonial atmosphere is espe- 
cially noticeable and where, be- 
tween 1825 and 1888, the famous 
Sandwich glass was made. You 
leave Cape Cod by the Sagamore 
Bridge. Less than an hour away 
you stand beside Plymouth Rock 
where the Pilgrims landed in 1620. 
Pilgrim Hall contains an interest- 
ing collection of Pilgrim relics. An- 
other 40 miles—you’re in Boston. 

After dinner tonight you can see 
some of Boston’s historic shrines,

|, a many times have you seen it? A brand-new grand- 


mother turning hurt, puzzled eyes to a brand-new mother. 

**T was only trying to help. After all, I raised three chil- 
dren and this is only your first....’? Grandma trailing off 
tearfully. The first visit eagerly planned by mother and 
daughter, off to a disappointing start... . 

Visiting a household with a new baby involves as much 
tact, understanding, and self control as loving enthusiasm. 
Whether you are a grandmother, favorite uncle, or a friend 
just dropping in to deliver a present and peek at the baby, 
here are some hints that should help make your visit a 
pleasure to the new parents, rather than the trial it so often 
turns out to be. 


For Grandma and other relatives 


Let the cat get your tongue. This is the hardest bit of baby- 
visiting etiquette. Don’t volunteer advice. Remember that 
the new mother is nervous and unsure anyway and more 
than anything else needs confidence in herself. ‘““Are you 
sure that’s the right way to bathe him?” is the best way to 
hinder, not help, a new mother. If you know an easier way— 
forget it. Mother will learn it soon enough. 


Don’t lick your wounds in public. Don’t take on a hurt air 
if your daughter or favorite niece accepts cordially a hint 
from someone else after she has turned down the same sug- 
gestion from you. 

Criticism from you disregards her new role of mother. 
When she is assured you have accepted her new dignity— 
she will welcome your experience and assistance. 


Curb your dogma. “‘In my time” relates to one generation 
ago, but this is Aer time, and the inexperienced mother is 
more confident when following the methods of her contem- 
poraries. Instead of ridiculing new methods of child care, 
read the bocks and articles the new mother is following. 
You may find yourself agreeing with them. But even if you 
don’t, you will have a clearer understanding of what she is 
trying to do. 


Sit on your hands. It’s always a temptation for an adoring 
relative to pick up or otherwise comfort a crying baby. But 
if the new parent believes it best to let the baby alone at the 
time, respect her decision. 


Respect the nurse. If the new mother is lucky enough to 
have a nurse to help her, don’t make things difficult. Don’t 
protest nurse’s “heartless efficiency” or laugh at her for 
sterilizing everything that comes in contact with Baby. Her 
job is to protect Baby and help its mother. 


If you are a friend 


Don’t drop in at odd hours during Baby’s first weeks. Phone 
before you visit so you don’t upset a schedule or deprive a 
young mother of a much-needed nap. Not staying too long 
will be appreciated, too. 


Do it solo. The whole gang paying a call on Baby may seem 
like a happy thought, but it will exhaust the mother who 
needs time and rest to adjust to her new role.

find the right plant for any soil 


Planting in sand

Hlillsides and slopes 


a to New York are always impressed by the miles 
of beautiful pléntings along the magnificent parkways 
that cut through the city’s traffic knot. 

The planting problems there are much the same as 

those of anv homeowner on average fertile soil, while 
parkway slopes create the same difficulties as those on 
any garden slope or hillside. 
Shade trees: The choice here is wide, but among the 
best for your own home lawn are red oak, sugar maple, 
walnut, hackberry, and the old stand-by, elm. However, 
don’t use elm in areas where blight affects it. 


Small trees: Again there are many, but among the best 
for you to adopt are hawthorn, deciduous magnolias, 
dogwoods, and flowering apples and crabapples. 


Shrubs: For your difficult hillside planting try aromatic 
sumac, forsvthia, and climbing and shrub roses. There 
are a few plantings of laurel and azaleas along the New 
York parkways, but only in special places because motor- 
ists are too apt to stop and pull off branches. You can use 
Fae otal Z them freely without that danger.

Plant a tree so it will grow 


|, the New York Depart- 
ment of Parks plants thousands 
of trees, its methods have to be 
foolproof. You can assure your 
own success in planting trees by 
borrowing these techniques 


Planting size and season: The 
Parks Department — considers 
spring the best time to plant 
trees, although late autumn is al- 
most as good. Trees 2'% inches 
through and 11 to 12 feet high 
are usually selected. 


Digging the hole: The pit for 
the tree is dug 5 feet across and 
3 feet deep, although it is made 
half again as big if subsoil is very 
poor. It is also dug larger, if nec- 
essary, to provide at least 12 
inches of space between roots and 
side of hole. 


The right soil: Rich topsoil 
mixed with one-seventh its bulk 
of organic fertilizer is used to fill 
the hole around the tree. You 
can do as well in your home gar- 
den by mixing peatmoss or com- 
post into the topsoil. Also add 
about a quart of plant food for 
each hole, and mix thoroughly 
into the soil. 


Planting the tree: The tree is 
set at the same depth as before, 
and the space under and around 
roots filled with topsoil enriched 
as above. This soil is firmed and 
afterwards thoroughly — setided 
with water. Leave a depression 
around the trunk to catch water. 


Staking: Park wees are sup- 
ported by 8-foot stakes driven in- 
to the ground a foot from the 
trunk. Wire padded with a 
length of garden hose ties tree to 
stake. Guy wires will do just as 
well where there is no danger of 
anyone tripping over them. Nev- 
er tie wires tightly around trunk. 


Pruning: Broken and damaged 
branches are removed, and so are 
limbs less than 7 feet from the 
ground which would eventually 
interfere with trafic under the 
tree. Other branches are thinned 
unul at least one-third of all top 
growth has been pruned out. 

Care after planting: Wrap the 
trunk from ground to first branch 
with a burlap bandage to prevent 
sunscald during the first’ vear. 
Water frequently and deeply.

better father. Are you really so tired 
when you get home that vou must 
do as Dagwood? Must your wife be 
burdened with explaining: “Quiet, 
daddy has worked all day. Leave 
him alone like good children.” 
Napping before supper is stealing 
time from fathering just as much 
as if your wife chose the same pe- 
riod to take her siesta. And many 
dads I’ve known find they get a 
real change from the wearing pace 
of the day by relaxing with the'r 
youngsters. 


Bu: if you’re hopelessly worn 
out when you get home, try taking 
a nap at noon. A friend of mine 
called this an impractical sugges- 
tion. “‘How many dads can take 
a nap at noon?” he asked. 

Well, if a table top, bench, or 
bare floor is all you can find, nap 
on them. [t may be unconvention- 
al, but it’s certainly not impracti- 
cal! Napping is probably as valu- 
able as lunching, and no one has 
called that impractical! At any 
rate, you have only yourself t 
blame if your boys and girls get the 
impression you're an old tired man 
who does something mysterious 
by day and can’t be bothered at 
home except to give punishment. 

It’s true that you probably have 
fewer hours at home than your 
father did. Only one man in five 
earns his living at or near his home 
today. Hence the feeling has 
grown that, as a father, you don’t 
count for much in the life of your 
children. But the facts are just the 
opposite. Although the time you 
have to spend with your children 
is limited, it is fully as important 
to them as the longer time they 
spend with their mother. Your ac- 
uons are more likely to be remem- 
bered. Your words are more likely 
to be listened to because your hear- 
ers haven't developed as good a 
case of father-deafness as they have 
of mother-deafness. Your deeper 
voice and greater vigor in dealing 
with issues make a more lasting 
impression than you realize. 


W hats more, George Bach, a 


psychologist who has asked a lot of 
children what they think of their 
fathers, says you don’t have to be a 
superman to succeed at fathering. 
You don’t even need to have ‘‘a 
way with children” as long as you 
are moderately friendly and un- 
derstanding. Bach found that 
children exalt their fathers into the 
kinds of persons they dream of be- 
coming. He passes on this advice, 
“All that is necessary is to be with 
the children, and they will supply 
through their own active imagina- 
tions, those special qualities that 
they like to see in their dads.” 

It’s too bad that more dads don’t 
realize this. Actually if you'll just 
listen to Junior’s questions and try 
to answer them you'll find that’s 
all you need to crack the monop- 
oly on child rearing which moth- 
ers and lady teachers have been 
forced to exercise. 

If you can learn to listen and re- 
spond when Junior’s still a baby, 
you'll have a start on listening and 
responding to him asa preschooler, 
And preschoolers, you'll discover, 
talk better if you get down on the

I stuttered mentally and tried 
to remember my physics. What 
was that principle in the law of 
falling bodies? I couldn't remem- 
ber, and that’s when I passed to 
Judy with the key question we 
asked so frequently thereafter, 
“What do you think?”’ Judy sug- 
gested that thev were so far away, 
that’s why. Davey countered that 
it looked as if fairies held up the 
horseshoes when the neighbors 
pitched a game, so why couldn’t 
God hold up the stars and moon. 

Surprised at this willingness to 
take the ball and run with it no 
matter how complex the questions, 
I agreed to continue some more 
discussions like this the next night 
I put them to bed 

I found “What do you think?” 
amazingly productive in getting 
discussions going and pushing it 
deeper. My pattern of action was 
one of active listening and passive 
ball-passing. I allowed the discus- 
sion to go wherever it would, and 
ideas spilled all over the place. 

Direct’ questions from either 
youngster were met with “‘Any- 
body have any ideas about that 
one?” Often they didn’t really care 
whether I gave them the final an- 
swer. Once I asked in fun, “‘Don’t 
you care what I think?” Judy 
grinned and said tolerantly, “Sure, 
but don’t talk too long, it’s almost 
time to quit.” 

Mrs. Hill and I discovered that 
either one of us could operate the 
discussion without spoiling the 
spontaneity of the questions. And 
we found that talking them over 
afterward added to our enjoyment 
of growing up with the children. 
Both children appeared to us as 
more understandable personalities. 

What kind of questions did we 
get? Well, there were some about 
reproduction, sex differences, and 
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conception, but these in turn 
brought questions® concerning the 
processes of digestion, respiration, 
and elimination. 

Because our youngsters had just 
lost a grandmother and also a play- 
mate, Mary Ellen, who had died 
from polio, they asked questions 
about life and death: Why did 
Grandma die? (Judy thought her 
body wore out.) Is her body still in 
the ground? If you can’t breathe, 
do you die? Is that why Mary El- 
len died? Does it hurt to die? Why 
didn’t you pray for Grandma not 
to die? Is heaven in the sky? Is 
God like magic? Is God alive? Do 
angels really have wings? Are 
there really giants? Was Goliath 
that kind of giant? 

We also got questions involving 
personal and social relationships: 
Why do people say it’s better to 
give presents than to get them? 
Why can’t we just pray for God to 
give the poor people in Europe 
enough to eat and clothes to wear 
instead of us sending these things 
to them? Why do people have ba- 
bies who don’t have enough money 
to take care of them? Why are 
there so many Santa Clauses at 
Christmas and none other times? 

I think I’ve illustrated what the 
“What do you think?” technique 
can do to open up the silence be- 
tween dads and children. With us, 
and with many of our friends who 
have tried it, it became a short cut 
to issues which were most pressing 
to Davey and Judy. It provided a 
sort of sounding board to which 
they could bring both questions 
and possible answers. It established 
a chummy ‘“‘we’”’ feeling between 
us. And strangest of all, there was 
a keenness in the questions and in 
the answers that we had not an- 
ticipated. We were frankly dis- 
maved to discover how badly we 
had underestimated the shrewd- 
ness of our youngsters. 

Ihe formula for being a better 
father is still in the making. All I 
have tried to do is give you some 
ideas I know have worked. It isn’t 
easy to be a father in 1949, but you 
can make it the greatest experience 
of your life.

Putting first things first is important. 


But how do you decide what is first?

I think I’d faint, if you ever really looked 
when I asked you to,”* my young son said in ob- 
vious despair. Shocked, I dropped what I was 
doing and really looked at the boat Jack had 
been trving to show me. He had been working on 
that boat for weeks. Here he was, honoring me 
with a first look at it. I had given it one glance, 
a cursory,, “Fine, Jack,’ and had turned away. 

I began that evening after the children were 
in bed to ask myself how I rated—from their 
viewpoint—as a parent. Jack’s accusation had 
obviously not been prompted by this one epi- 
sode. I must have failed him before and Ginny, 
too. How many times, I wondered, conscience- 
smitten, had I failed to give them appreciation, 
encouragement? Sure, I thought of myself as a 
good parent. I kept a pleasant home atmosphere 
for our family. I fed Ginny and Jack a carefully 
balanced diet. I kept them clean and neat. 

I saw that they visited the dentist and the doc- 
tor: I drove them regularly to music lessons: I 
attended Sunday School with them. Yet Jack’s 
tone, as well as his words, showed that he was be- 


ginning to expect that I would fail him somehow. 


iF took some thinking, some looking back over 
the day before it dawned on me that J hadn't 
been putting first things first with my children. 

The things I had been doing weren't the most 
important after all. It was a spiritual accord with 
his mother and dad that Jack had missed. 

Routine and the pressure of work can dull 
one’s awareness of a child’s need for our encour- 
agement, help, and inspiration. An institution 
could give him all that he requires of physical 
necessities. But only a home and understanding 
parents can water and nourish the spirit. 

There had been other times-—I remembered 
now—when Jack had asked me a riddle, but I 
was too busy to stop and think of an answer. 
Times, too, when he had invited me to look at 
a new oriole’s nest, only to have me beg off. 

Just vesterday Ginny had asked me to make a 
new dress for her doll. Finish Ginny's own 
skirt had seemed much more important to me. 

Buta child’s set of values is not the same as our 
more mature one. In all fairness, we should 


weigh some things by their standards of impor- 


tance, not ours. Only when we do so can we 
teach a democratic way of life. 


‘Thane is such a thing, of course, as allowing a 
child to become too demanding. Some children 
exact every morsel of their parents’ attention, 
whether the family is alone or has company. I 
am not speaking of these, but of children who 
lead busy lives of their own. Because they're so 
absorbed with outside interests, we become 
weaned from a readiness to grant them attention. 

We pay attention to them only at certain spec- 
ified times of our crowded day. We do not wel- 
come interruptions or requests. Yet, how much 
we miss if our children stop thinking we are in- 
terested in all that interests them. 

Dropping one’s work at a moment’s notice, 
can, I'll admit, put you hopelessly behind in 
work that has to be done. But most boys and 
girls are reasonable enough if you don’t simply 
dismiss them with a careless nod or an absent- 
minded word. Sometimes it means taking time to 
explain, “Yes, I'd love to sit down with you for 
half an hour, Jack, and look at your papers. If I 
do, will you help me catch up by sweeping the

porch for me 
basis is flattering. And children love making 
bargains, even when the bargain means work 
First things first. But often it is difficult to tell 
what should come first. It often helps to project 
the two conflicting demands into the future. 


Whi h will Jack remember in later years—the 
basement that was cleaned dutifully by his dad 
on a Saturday morning, or the fact that he came 
out when invited to watch Jack fly his kite? 

Of which will Ginny think most fondly when 
she reminisces about her childhood—the ironing 
that her mother finished to the last piece, or the 
tea party she surprised her with on a rainy day? 

Some people seem to have been born with a 
gift for knowing which are first things. They 
know that a glorious spring day is for picnicking 
or seeking wildflowers, not for washing windows. 

But there are a lot of us—I was one—who 
must remind ourselves every once in a while that 
our children’s values are not only different from 
grownups’, they’re even better sometimes.

.. you replace a broken window pane—and pocket 
the cash a professional job would cost you? 

Think twice before you answer yes. There’s more to 
glazing than slapping on a little putty. You want a job 
that will keep the rain outside. You want it to be reason- 
ably permanent. You want it neat enough to look well. 

That doesn’t mean the job is difficult. Far from it. 
Setting glass is one of the simplest jobs you can do. But 
you need know-how and the ability to pay attention to 
details. One professional trick, for example, comes in re- 
placing broken windows that are large, or on the second 
floor. You can simplify such jobs by removing the frame 
and placing it on a flat surface. To remove the frame, pry 
off the stops —the wooden side strips on the inside of the 
window 

You'll find other tricks of the trade in the pictures, 
which show you, step by step, how to glaze a window. 


1. Remove broken glass. If the 
pane is shattered, put on a 
pair of heavy work gloves and 
pull the pieces out before you 
do anything else. If the glass is 
only cracked, however, re- 
move putty first (see below).

().. storage wall was built into an entry hall, but it 
could easily be fitted into almost any room. We spent 
about six weeks of spare time on the job. Some of our 
decisions, reached by trial and error, may help you. 
For example, the 9-foot ceiling called for 9-foot sup- 
porting panels. That meant waste and fitting with stand- 
ard 4x8 plywood panels. So we cut three uprights from a 
5x9 table-tennis top, without waste; the fourth upright is 
built of scrap lumber and faced with 44-inch plywood. 
The chest of drawers presented difficult construction 
problems, so we had the job done by a professional cabi- 
netmaker. As sides and back are not exposed, a skeleton 
frame holds the drawers. This part of our storage wall

Hide the nailheads with stick 
shellac, melted on spatula and 
pressed into place. As shellac 
hardens, smooth it out with a 
sharp chisel, then with fine 
sandpaper. Select shellac that 
will match the final finish of the 
wood, as it will not take stain 


A simple jig, made by nailing 
two scraps of wood together, 
will help you locate door pulls 
so they will be spaced evenly 
You'll find that this method is 
quicker and more accurate 
than measuring tor each pull; 
also, the location of all pulls 
can be marked at one time 


Final sanding with 3-0 sand- 
paper includes rounding all 
corners slightly so finish will 
adhere. As the first step in 
finishing the unit, all plywood 
was coated with fir sealer to 
subdue the prominent grain. 
Then oil stain, selected to match 
woodwork, was wiped on all 
wood with a cloth. Over this 
went a sealing coat of white 
shellac followed by two finish- 
ing coats of satin-finish varnish 
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Doors lipped on a power saw, 
like this, are easy to fit as the 
lip hides slight errors. If you 
have only hand tools, flush 
doors are easier to make. 
Hand clamps hold the door 
upright while the outer edge is 
rounded with a plane, in prep- 
aration for the sandpapering 


To attach pulls, clamp them 
on, drill pilot holes, and drive 
round-head screws through 
from the inside. The washers 
keep screwheads from chewing 
into the wood.

How to prevent cracks 
and scratches 

The porcelain enamel on your 
range is remarkably sturdy. But 
sudden temperature changes can 
cause the surface glaze to crackle 
into tiny squares, called “‘check- 
ing” or “‘crazing.”’ So avoid wiping 
the hot porcelain enamel with a 
wet clothor spilling cold water on :t. 

Scratches on the range top usu- 
ally come from sliding hot heavy 
pans from the unit or burner to the 
porcelain work surface. Lift, don’t 
slide the pan. And set it down 
gently. If the bottom of the pan is 
hot, rest it on a heat-resisting pad 
to protect the range 


How to prevent boil-overs 
top of range 


Big thing to remember is that 
“high” heat is starting heat only, 
and should be used just until boil- 
ing point is reached—no longer. 
Boil-overs happen when heat is 
not turned down as soon as food 
begins to cook. ‘“‘Low” heat is 
hot enough to keep food at the boil- 
ing point. 

A minute minder—tither the 
one on your range or one you can 
buy in anv housewares departinent 

will police your cooking. Set it for 
the number of minutes it usually 
takes for the food to reach the boil- 
ing point. It will remind you that it 
is time to turn down the heat. 

The kind of food vou are cooking, 
the amount of liquid, and the size 
of the pan are important, too, 
When vou are making jelly or jam, 
for instance—where directions call 
for a “full rolling boil’’—vou will 
| yably need to use medium or 
high heat; but if vou use a big, 
broad saucepan, and stir the boil- 
ing syrup constantly, you can 
avoid overtlows.

Changing flats is a 
dirty, exasperating job. But tests 
by fleet owners show you can 
avoid 9 out of 10 roadside flats by 
this simple system: 

1. Check tire pressures once 
each week, when the tires are cool 
and before adding air 

Compare the pressures. If one 


of the tires is down more than two 


pounds below its running mates, 
that is a danger signal. Find and 
correct the cause of the excessive 
loss. Most punctured tires start as 
slow leakers, run a thousand 
two thousand miles before they go 
suddenly flat. So by finding and 
correcting the slow leak you elim- 
inate the sudden flat. 

Each time your car is greased 
have the tires Inspec ted, or do it 
vourself. See if any blisters or 
bruises have developed, look for 
nails or bits of glass or metal which 
have become embedded and are 
cutting through. A large percent- 
age of punctures are caused 
embedded objects that do 
penetrate the inner tube until the 
tire travels thousands of miles 
Pull or dig the objects out with 
pliers and screwdriver. If they 
have left sizable cuts, have them 
sealed, for minor cuts grow deeper;

Often, because complete elimi- 
nation of offending allergens has 
been difficult and even impossible, 
patients are desensitized. Starting

Ants on peony buds 


Do ants on vour peony buds worry vou? Relax. The 
ants do not feed on the buds. They do carry aphids or 
plant lice to the buds and these often puncture and 
suck on the outer peony petals causing minute 
blemishes which bother the sturdy peony plants not at 
all. If you think ants are a nuisance later, this is your 
first chance to kill them, thus preventing the build-up 
of more powerful colonies. Expose special ant poisons 
in bottles only ants can enter. 


Spray for early tomatoes 


Seedless tomatoes have been much talked about, but 
Dr. S. H. Wittwer at Michigan State College thinks 
it’s really early tomatoes we wanted all the time. 
Left to themselves, tomatoes do not set fruit until the 
temperatures rise above 59 degrees. By spraying the 
first flowers with parachiorophenoxyacetic — acid, 
Doctor Wittwer found he could get fruit to set at this 
temperature. This results in early crops when toma- 
toes are most welcome, before local crops of tomatoes 
from naturally pollinated flowers are ready, and while 
prices are still high.

Radioactive fertilizers? 

Before you dash out to buy the giant economy-size 
bag of super-irradiated plant food, read a little fur- 
ther. Despite claims, to date no scientist worthy of the 
name has been willing to say that there has been any 
increase in production due solely to the use of radio- 
active fertilizer or that such a fertilizer will be forth- 
coming at some date in the near future. 

Miraculous results in your garden from using such 
a fertilizer are years away, if they ever come. So for 
the present, save your money until first-flight scientists 


give you the signal to go ahead! 


Success with redbud 


Have you had trouble growing the lovely redbud tree? 
Your trouble may be due to Jack of the necessary 
bacteria in the soil. Redbuds are legumes—like 
beans, peas, and the clovers. Try a heavy feeding of 
nitrogen in the spring, when the buds show color and 
again in August. A tree food rated as 10-8-6 is just 
right. Test your soil. About neutral, a reading of 6.0 
to 6.9 on a soil tester, is best soil. Give your trees good 
drainage, a loose open soil, and plenty of water—but 
no wet feet 


Invasion helped chrysanthemum growers 


The Japanese invasion of the Philippines resulted in a 
better way to grow and ship chrysanthemums! Dr. 
Vernon T. Stoutineyer of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and in charge of the valuable 
quinine-producing seedlings that got out ahead of the 
Jap invasion, tried shipping them in sphagnum moss 
instead of soil. The plants arrived in perfect condition. 

Commercial growers were quick to make use of the 
discovery. Today, one big seed firm grows all its 
hardy chrysanthemums in plant bands filled with 
sphagnum moss and cuts shipping costs to a fraction 
of what they were when soil was used. Packages con- 
taining rooted cuttings have been sent from coast to 
coast and back to arrive in perfect planting condition. 
One lot I saw had been deliberately set on a warm 
radiator overnight, yet revived with only a little water.

A reader finds that a hedge 
can get a new lease on life 


“To the editor: 


“Thanks to a tip published in Better 
Homes & Gardens several years ago, a 
tip that led to the redesigning of our 
‘living fence’, we no longer have the un- 
sightly, partly naked privet so preva- 
lent in many communities, including 
our own. 

“I had long deplored the Jack of 
growth along the bottom of our hedge, 
but never knew how to correct it. The 
article I refer to advised trimming the 
hedge narrower at the top than the bot- 
tom so sun and air and rain strike the 
base and sides as well as the top 

**Manvy of the neighbors were frankl\ 
skeptical and were sure I was ruining a 
perfectly good hedge, but the years have 
wrought an almost unbelievable im- 
provement as the pictures show. Now 
my previously doubting neighbors are 
convinced that the tapered method of 
trimming has real merit.”

Acid soil and moss 


I'm having poor success with my azaleas and rhododendrons 
because my soil isn’t acid. What can I do to correct it?

Mix about two inches of acid peatmoss into your soil as 
shown. Better vet. spade in plenty of oak leaves, pine needles, 
or hardwood sawdust. especially oak. Soil can also be acidi- 
fied by spreading two pounds of sulfur or 10 pounds of alu- 
minum sulfate per 100 feet of bed and watering it in.

Corncohs help grow 
better gardens

rH... the latest prescription for roses, shrubs, vegetables, 


and flowers: “‘Apply ground corncobs and let alone.”’ 
Results? Fewer weeds with less cultivation, more moisture 
and less watering, cooler roots and more bloom.

cies do not bring in new weeds because weed seeds are 


seldom mixed in with them. At the same time, it keeps down 
weeds that might grow from seeds already in the bed. Be- 
cause of its light, 


porous nature, it can be applied three to 


four inches deep, enough to discourage all but old, es- 
tablished perennial weeds. And since it’s cheap, most gar- 
deners can afford to use that deep a mulch. 

This thick mulch layer keeps the soil cooler and slows 
down evaporation by cutting off the sun’s rays. Ground cobs 
are a surprisingly good insulator; if they didn’t contain so 
many starches and sugars, they would probably have been 
snapped up long ago by the building industry. 

If the cobs are allowed to remain on top of the soil from 


year to vear, as is possible in a rose garden, for instance, the 
chemical composition of the material isn’t of too much im- 
portance. But when the old mulch is dug under then we run 


into trouble from the starches and sugars. 


a start breaking down these substances when the 
cobs are dug under, and require nitrogen for the process. 


They grab that nitrogen wherever they can find it, and 


usually take so much of it that plants are robbed. 
For this reason, when you do dig under a corncob mulch,

Cob mulch is good for two or three years when used on 
top of the ground. If your soil dries slowly in the spring, you 
can remove and pile the mulch for re-use. 

A big problem right now is that cob mulch isn’t available 
to everyone. Because it’s bulky, it isn’t shipped far. However, 
you can locate a supply almost everywhere corn is grown for

Good Househeeping 
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Make those doors work 


By Raymond Yates 


| doors that don’t work properly are annoy- 
ing, to say the least. Sometimes they stick. Sometimes 
they rattle or fail to latch. Sometimes they won't close. 

There are several causes of door ailments. Loose hinges, 
for example. Or settling of a house that distorts the frame 
of a door. Or shrinking, swelling, or warping of the door 
itself, 

But if one or more of your doors is misbehaving, you 
are less interested in the cause than in what you can do 
about it. Fortunately, as the following sketches show, the 
cure for most door ailments is quick and easy. 


Loose hinges. If a door sticks at one 
corner on the latch edge, check first 
to see if a hinge has worked loose. 
Try tightening loose hinge screws. If 
they won't hold, substitute longer 
screws. Or plug the screw holes with 
whittled wooden pegs dipped in glue,

Shims end binding. It a door binds at 
the top or bottom and you prefer not 
to sand or plane the edge, you often 
can fix it by shimming out just one 
hinge as sketched. Such shimming will 
also center a door in a distorted 
trame. It a door binds against hinge 
side, remove both sets of hinge leaves, 
plug holes, reset hinges a fraction of 
an inch closer to outside of frame 





Shimming the strike plate. Instead of 
removing a shrunken door and shim- 
ming out hinges, you sometimes can 
make a latch catch in its strike plate 
by shimming out the plate itself. Take 
off plate, cut a piece of cardboard to 
match it, and replace the plate with 
the thin shim of cardboard behind it 








Remodeling strike plate. If your house 
has settled so the latch tongue misses 
the opening in the strike plate, look 
at the plate. If scratches show only a 
slight adjustment is needed, remove 
the plate and file it to fit. You may 
have to chisel out a bit of wood in 
back of the plate so latch will enter 





Relocating strike plate. If scratches 
on the strike plate indicate that it will 
have to be moved !/4 inch or more to 
match the latch tongue, you'll have 
to take the plate off and move it. Fill 
the old screw holes with wooden pegs 
dipped in glue, extend mortise in the 
indicated direction witha sharp chisel, 
and replace the plate. Then chisel out 
the wood behind the plate opening, 
and fill the exposed part of the old 
mortise with wood plastic until level 
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Shrinking the whole door. If a door 
binds all along latch edge, or won't 
close at all, it's easier to take the sur- 
plus wood off the hinge side than it is 
to reset the latch. Take down the door 
and remove the hinge leaves from the 
door. Then plane entire hinge side, 
keeping the cut square. With a sharp 
chisel, cut mortises for hinge leaves 
in exactly the same positions as be- 
fore, setting them flush with the sur- 
face. Replace hinges, rehang door
